Ottawa, Nov. 24.—Rumor has it al 
Ottawa that if the Liberals persist 
in their present policy of waging hit- 
ter warfare on the government with 
a view to forcing an election, three 
of the leading opposition members 
will break with their party and run 
as Independents. They are Hon. 
William Pugsley, Brig.-Gen. Hugh Hi. 
McLean, member for Queen’s and 
Sunbury, and Dr. Michael Clark, 
Clark, member for Red Deer. 

There has been more or less fric- 
tion between Hon. Mr. Pugsley and 
the Liberal leaders since his refusal 
to play petty polities and resign 
from the joint parliamentary com- 
mittee, which is in charge of the 
construction of the new parliament 
‘ buildings. The Liberal campaign

‘good politics to raise the scandal 
cry in connection with the construc-

Grading Up The Dairy Herd 


Under the auspices of the Red Deer 
Agricultural Society, Mr. Geo. H. 
Hutton, Superintendent Dominion 
Experimental farm, Lacombe, gave a 
valuable address at Hecenan’s Hall, 
Sylvan Lake, on Friday, Nov. 17th. 
Mr. ‘I’. B, Millar presided. 

Mr. Hutton’s theme was the grad- 
ing up of dairy cattle. If pure-bred 
sires from high-producing dums had 
been introduced in Alberta 20 years 
ago, instead of an average of 3,000 
to 4,000 tbs per cow per year, they 
would have had 7,000 tbs per year 
average. He had charts showing the 
yields givensby pure-bred heifers, by 
high grade heifers, and by grade 
cows, and showed that, whereas the 
eight grade cows averaged 6,885 tbs 
of milk a year the other groups aver- 
aged 10,772 tbs and 10,013 tbs. res- 
pectively. Mr. Hutton emphasized the 
fact that, while the high grades and 
purebreds cost more to start with, 
the cost of maintenance; food and 
labor was no. greater than with 
grades, while the returns were 50 
{per cent greater. He strongly urged

Enthusiasm Lost By 
Liberals For A War- 
Time Hection 


Making Concessions to Qubec 
Sir Wilfrid Alienates Many 
Patriotic Liberals 


Ottawa, Nov. 24.—Election talk has 
suddenly ceased at Ottawa as it as 
suddenly started. The explanation for 
the cessation of election rumors is 
as simple as the story of how they 
commenced, They were started by the 
leaders of the Liberal organization, 
who had definitely made up their 
minds to force an election and refuse 
an extension of Parliament this com- 
ing session, They have stopped be- 
cause there has been a surprising 
change in public sentiment during the 
past two weeks, and the Liberal 
campaign managers are not quite so 
certain now as they were a fortnight 
ago that they want an appeal to the 
people at the present time. 


ALL: FOR A PURPOSE 

At that time there was thought to 
be a wave of sentiment against the 
Government, of which the Liberals 
wanted to fplly avail themselves. 
Liberal Provincial Governments had 
been winning, bye-elections were go- 
ing Liberal, there was generally re- 
ported by the agents of the Liberals 
throughout the country that there 
was a feeling of discoateat through- 
out the Dominion, that the people 
were nervous, in a state of high ten- 
sion, and that everything looked fav- 
orable for an Opposition victory. 
This was the situation when a meet- 
ing of the Opposition organizers was 
held several weeks ago in the Capi- 
tal. They decided to refuse an 
extension of Parliament and force -an 
election. Thus started the election 
rumors—all for a purpose. 


ASTONISHING CHANGE 

But the last couple of weeks has 
seen an astonishing change in public 
sentiment, according to reliable re- 
ports received at the Capital from’ all 
parts of the Dominion. The chief 
cause of this sudden swinging of the 
pendulum has been the refusal of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier to join in the forma- 
tion of a Parliamentary Committee 
to stimulate recruiting and help in 
the general cause of the Em- 
pire. The twistings of the Liber- 
al press to make apologies and ex- 
planations for Sir Wilfrid have not 
helped much. The facts are that Sir 
Wilfrid took a full week to make up 
his mind and consulted first all his 
political advisers. It was his origin- 
al intention either to accept the 
committee as it stood or else to pro- 
pose a counter committee of business 
men, agriculturists, etc., to make 
the appeal. This was the advice of 
Hon. William Pvugsley and others of 
his English-speaking -advisers. Mr. 
Pugsley left Ottawa believing this 
was to be done. It was so announc- 
ed in the official Liberal press. But 
in the meantime Sir Wilfrid had ap- 
parently consulted other advisers, or 
of hiniself changed his mind. What- 
ever happened, to the surprise and 
the consternation of the Ottawa Lib- 
erals, it was announced Sir Wilfrid 
had definitely refused to co-operate. 
There is not the slightest doubt it 
was a concession to Quebec, as Sir 
Wilfrid is largely counting on a 
solid Quebec to carry him into pow- 
er at the next election. But if he 
has held Quebec he has alienated an 
enormous following of patriotic Lib- 
erals who think along Imperial lines 
and who are interested, not so much 
in winning elections, as in winning 
the war. 

ENTHUSIASM LOST 

That, politically, Sir Wilfrid has 
made a great mistake is generally 
admitted by Liberal politicians, and 
they have as a result suddenly lost 
their enthusiasm for an election. El- 
ection talk has suddenly vanished 
and sporting politicians at the Capi- 
tal are now offering wagers in the 
clubs that the Liberals will not op- 
pose an extension of Parliament 
when the bill is introduced at this 
coming session. 

In addition to the mistakes of Sir 
Wilfrid, the firm and vigorous handl- 
ing by Sir Robert Borden and his 
colleagues of the C.P.R. strike, 
which threatened to be a national 
disaster, has greatly raised the 
stock of the Government. No Prime 
Minister ever handled'a more delicate 
or more serious labor situation in 
Canada as diplomatically, as quickly 
or as energetically as did Sir No- 
bert Borden. This somewhat spectac- 
lar incident has apparently brought 
a keener realization to the people of 
Canada that during the past two and 
a half years of stress and strain, 
such as Canada has never before 
seen, there has been constantly on 
the job at Ottawa a square-jawed, 
level-headed man, who, quictly and 
unostentatiously, has guided the af- 
fairs of State in a remarkably effici- 
ent manner, has furnished the coun- 
try an honest administration and 
has with enthusiastic patriotism seen 
that Canada has played n>» igroble 
part in the struggle for liberty and 
democracy on the plains of France 
and Flanders,—that, in a word, Sir 
Robert Borden is a man to be trust- 
ed at the present crisis.

Applicant 
must appear in person at the Vom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and _ erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

' COMRADESHIP IN ARMS 


Wonderful Changes In Spirit of Sol- 
diers as Months Pass 
. The British Intelligence Service, in 
London, has tssued a story told by 
lan officer of the medical arm of the 
‘Royal Artillery. The surgeon's duties 
-were such as to take him to military 
‘hospitals in all parts of England. In 
a conversation with a representative 
of the Official Press Bureau, the sur- 
geon compared the strenuous days of 
August, 1914, with the corresponding 
period in 1916. 
“I suppose that August, 1914,” he 
said, “was one of the most stirring 
months that our people have ever lived 
through, and, from what I can make 
‘out from the wounded men I have 
‘talked with, it looks as though August, 
1916, might run it very close. 
. “They are magnificent, these 1914 
battalions. They were famifies when 
‘they went out to France. 
‘Bhared training brings men closer 
‘together than ten years of casual 


jmeetings or association in civil em- | 


ployment. Then came the bigger part 
of a year, perhaps, in the trenches to- 
gether, CasuaYies, of course, but not 
oD & large scale. Some have come 
and gone several times. All have got 
‘very close one to another in the shar- 
‘ed life of the dug-out, the trench, 
and billets. 

“Then came tho Ist of July—a great 
date, that—with its breakfast time 
advance, and the beginning of really 
great things. A’sudden end had come 
‘to that extraordinarily intimate life, 
in which I get into your blankets in 
the dug-out when you're in the trench, 
and we eat our meals together off the 
same old sugar box table, and I often 
take your oilskin in place of my own, 
and you sometimes ourse to find you’ve 
accidentally put on my trench boots in 
the dark. It’s a tremendous revolu- 
tion.” .

We will not 
submit to the measure passed by the 
Diet at the request of the representa- 
tives of the City of Rostock, as we 
consider our privileges inviolable and 
cannot be compelled to cover the de- 
ficitenciles of the citles and communi- 
ties from our incomes. To prove our 
patriotism, however, we are ready to 
contribute yoluntarily certain sums to 
the support of needy families of our 
soldiers.”

To the Edftor of ‘‘The News'':— 

Wear Sir:—in view of the unhappy 
letters of your correspondent, Mr. <A. 
H. Russell upon the theme of 
“Christianity and War'’ I would like 
to quote the words of a great 
Frenchman, Paul Sabatier, in reply 
to the letter of a friend in Italy ask- 
ing him to be one ofanumber of 
eminent men in Europe. who were 
asked to sign a petition to the Pow- 
ers seeking for immediate peace. This 
was before Italy had joined the en- 
tente Allies. 

‘‘It is the honor of France, Bel- 
gium and their allies,’’ wrote Saba- 
tier,’’ to have seen at once the spir- 
itual nature of this war. No doubt 
wé@ are fighting for ourselves, but we 
are fighting for all peoples. The idea 
of stopping before the goal is reach- 
ed cannot occur to us, and we find 
60.me difficulty in understanding how 
it can occur to lookers-on. We are 
‘grateful to them for the excellence of 
their intentions. but we, are some 
,what embarrassed by the thought 
that we are more careful of oor phy- 
sical than of our moral life. Our 
|soldiers are martyrs, they bear wit. 
ness to new truth. Their defeat 
would mean the triumph in Europe 
of brute force, *supported by two 
‘spiritual forces which it has mobil- 
ized—science and religion. Before per- 
mitting that it is our duty to uy 
without even thinking what may be- 
jfall, And if our soldiers go down to 
the last man, everybody who has not 
yet taken arms will fight to the last 
cartridge, to the last stone of our 
‘mountains that we can hurl against 
la Kultur which is naught but the 
worship of the sword and of the 
golden calf. The France of to-day 
lis fighting religiously: Catholics, Pro- 
‘testants, men of free thought—we all 
‘feel that our sufferings renew, con- 
tinue and fulfill those of the inno- 
cent victim of Calvary. But they 
are birth pangs; we may die of them; 
but we have not the right not to 
bless the present hour and take up 
with rejoicing the task before us.” ° 

I would only add that to the fa- 
thers and mothers of the Empire 
‘whose hearts are bleeding to-day— 
the sisters and wives who mourn the 
loss of loved ones fallen on the field 
of battle—it must be a_ source of 
comfort to know those whom they 
have lost have laid down their lives 
in defence of great spiritual ideals 
more precious than life itself. And 
they are able to say with their 
Master, ‘‘No man taketh away my 
life: I lay it down of myself.’’

Not likely. Their money givings have 
likely been small. People must give 
until it hurts in order to make a 
real sacrifice, A man has no more 
right to say he is tired of giving 
than the man at the front has to say 
that he is tired of fighting. Think 
of the long winter campaign these 
men have to go through. They will | 
stick to the job.

Now the Great Soldier Proposed to 
Punish Germany 


“Shortly before his death Lord Kit- 
chener informed us that he regarded 
the conduct of Germany as some- 
thing outside the rango of human ex- 
perience,” says the Morning Post. 
‘The Germans, he said, had deliber- 
ately prepared over a long period of 
years for the domination of the world. 
In this design they had used their 
subjects as spies and corrupting 
agents. They had used the hospitality 
of their neighbors to prepare their 
destruction. It was the crime of a 
whole nation, and it was spectally 
directed against the British Empire, 
which had given the Germans every 
privilege that British subjects enjoy- 
ed. His opinion was that we should 
do something to punish Germany for 
this organized treachery, and s0 to 
mark our detestation of the system 
as to prevent it ever happening again. 
Lord Kitchener’s proposal was to pass 
& law that for twenty-one years no 
German should be allowed to natural- 
ize himself or to take up his domicile 
in the United Kingdom and the Brit- 
ish Empire,-as far as the authority 
of the Imperial Parliament extended, 
or to enter into partnership in any 
British business, or become ao share- 
holder in any British company.”
